The nations of Europe are burden- 


ed with great national debt's, birf in 
some countries the masses" of* the 
people have a reserve buying power 
which did not exist before the war. 
There arc, of course, many excep- 
tions to this rule, but the people of' 
England and Prance have more 
money than formerly, even though 
its buying power may not be as 
great. We also sometimes forget' 
the f act _ that a<s wages are increased 
in a nation, the consuming power of 
that nation increases, ^ot the in- 
creased wages quiclcly;nnd their wi»y 
into circulation through the pur- 
chase of added comforts and luxur- 
ies. 


I re.jntly read a very gloomy de- 
scription of the possible result of the 
increased wages in England and the 
probability of England's inability to 
compete in the export' markets of 
the world. I will not attempt to 
argue tins contention, for the result 
depends so largely on conditions 
which cannot be clearly foreseen at 
the present time 1 have great confi- 
dence in the sturdy common sense of 
the British people and the man who 
prophesies that their own action will' 
be the means of cutting off their 
markets is likely to bei without honor 
as .a prophet in any country. If the ' 
wages tii England remain at a higher 
level than before the war, as I am 
sura every thinking man must be- 
lieve they will, for it is undeniably 
true, that English labor has been 
desperately unpaid for generations,,

its buying power may not be as 
great. We also sometimes forget' 
the f act _ that a<s wages are increased 
in a nation, the consuming power of 
that nation increases, ^ot the in- 
creased wages quiclcly;nnd their wi»y 
into circulation through the pur- 
chase of added comforts and luxur- 
ies. 


I re.jntly read a very gloomy de- 
scription of the possible result of the 
increased wages in England and the 
probability of England's inability to 
compete in the export' markets of 
the world. I will not attempt to 
argue tins contention, for the result 
depends so largely on conditions 
which cannot be clearly foreseen at 
the present time 1 have great confi- 
dence in the sturdy common sense of 
the British people and the man who 
prophesies that their own action will' 
be the means of cutting off their 
markets is likely to bei without honor 
as,a prophet in any country.

and other cities along the Canadian 
border large quantities of Canadian 
money have been in circulation and 
there has never been any discount 
charged upon it and it circulated "free- 
ly on a par with the coin of United 
States. In some portions of 'Maine 
near the border more Canadian money 
was to be found than that of the Uni- 
ted States and at Detroit the Cana- 
dian coins were equally as.plentiful as 
those of Uncle Sam. 


Since .the war this is changed. The 


English pound sterling on which the 
Canadian coins are based has fallen 
in value in the United States mar- 
kets of trade and the cities of the 
country began to pour t*elr Canadian 
coins and bills into the border cities. 
The result was that the banks in the 
border towns began to accumulate a 
surplus of the Canadian money and 
at its depreciated value it became too 
much to handle. Hence the rule went j 
out for discount to be charged. 


Several years ago it was customary. 


in. DuBois to allow only 20 cents for 
a Canadian quarter and only forty 
cents for a Canadian fifty cent piece. 
Of late years, however, the Canadian 
coins have been
